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Journalists want protection, not guns 


THE NATIONAL UNION OF JOURNAL- 
ists of the Philippines yesterday reject 
ed the governments suggestion that 
journalists and other media workers 
bear arms to protect themselves from 
assassins, 

"We rejected it then, we reject it now. 
Such a suggestion is nothing but an ab- 
ject admission that government is ei- 
ther unable or unwilling to protect us," 
Jose Torres Jr, МШР spokesperson, 
said in a statement e-mailed to media 
offices. 

“We do not wish to add to the bloody 
mayhem that has claimed the lives of so 
many of our colleagues, of hundreds of 
activists and dissenters, of countless 
more ordinary citizens as government 
vainly seeks an explanation for a break- 
down of law and order it has been un- 
able to prevent or, as many are begin- 
ning to believe, actually abetted,” Tor- 
res said. 

While acknowledging that citizens 


have a right to own and carry guns for 
self-defense, he said that arming jour- 
nalists was not the solution to the con- 
tinuing killings. 

"We would like to point out that a 
number of our recently slain colleagues 
had, in fact, armed themselves, albeit in 
vain," Torres said. 

Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez said 
last Tuesday that Malacafiang~ was 
amenable to arming members of the 
media in the face of the continued 
killings, the most recent of which was 
last Mondays slaying of Palawan 
broadcaster Femando Batul. 

"Only the surety that the guilty will 
be punished will dissuade those with 
murder in their minds,” he sai

"Mrs. Marcos still faces numerous graft cases 
in local cours, but no Marcos family member or. 
any oftheir associates has ever been convicted or 
jailed for corruption," they said in che resolution. 

“Compromise agreements between the 
PCGG and the Marcoses, based on the condi- 
tion that criminal charges be dropped, abet 
the continued victimization of the victims of 
Marcos human rights violations and steal 
from Filipino martyrs the justice that they 
have so heroically fought fon” they added. 

‘The lawmakers noted that the House Over- 
sight Committee in Apri! and August 2005 
failed to resolve how and why more than P6

‘THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
said members of the Intelligence Service 
of the Armed Forces had abused the hu- 
man rights of Dionisio etal. 

"Wilhelm Soriano, CHR commissioner 
for the National Capital Region, told the 
Inqutnen that the commission would for- 
mally recommend criminal and adminis- 
trative charges against members of the 
Isafp's MIG 15. 

“We will no longer conduct a public 
hearing. The information that we have 
gathered shows that the human rights of 
the victims were violated" he said. 

Soriano said the CHR field investiga- 
tion showed that 12-15 heavily armed 
men barged into Eustaquio' house at 
around 3 p.m. on Monday and forcibly 
took Dionisio and company without 
identifying themselves as persons in au- 
thority. 

“The men did not show warrants to jus- 
tify their actions, he said, adding that 
there was a clear case of illegal arrest, ar- 
bitrary detention and trespassing. 

“From a human rights perspective and 
according to the Bill of Rights (See box 
above), its very clear that no person сап 
be deprived of liberty without due pro- 
cess. Кіз clear that these were warrant-

TOTAL COLLECTIONS OF THE BUREAU OF 
Internal Revenue in the first four months of this 
year reached P206.32 billion, up by 19 percent 
or P33 billion over the same period last year 

The latest data forwarded by the field offices to 
BIR Commissioner Jose Mario Buñag showed 
that tax collections from January to April were on- 
y 1.73 percent short ofthe target for the period. 

Income tax collections for the same period rose 
by 1245 percent or P13.22 bilion to P119.43 bil- 
lion as against P106.21 billion last year. 

Value-added taxes collected surged by 
60.50 percent or P16.31 billion to P43.27 bil 
Jion, exceeding the goal by seven percent. 

Percentage taxes reached P13.31 billion, 
higher by P800 million, or 6.39 percent, also 
exceeding the goal by 423 percent, 

Excise tax collections, however, declined 
by 6.39 percent to P18.55 billion during the 
period, but still exceeded the P17.7 billion 
target by 1.48 percent. Only income taxes fell 
below target at 91.36 percent.

porations paid the right taxes, a lawmaker 
yesterday proposed that their income tax pay- 
ments be made public. 

Negros Oriental Rep. Herminio Teves 
pushed for the passage of House В! No. 2404 
or the Transparency Bill which would remove 
the secrecy and confidentiality provision in 
the Tax Code to ensure "transparency" in th 
tax payments ofthe rich. 

“The main reason we cannot optimize our 
revenue collection, hence we experience 
huge shortfalls and other deficiencies in the 
payment of individual and corporate income 
tax, is the provision in our Tax Code on secre- 
cy and confidentiality” Teves said. 

Teves, the father of Finance Secretary Mar- 
garito Teves, said that passing the bill would 
Also prove that congressmen were ‘conscious- 
iy complying” with their tax obligations 

The bill has already passed the House com- 
mittee level but has yet to be deliberated on in 
plenary. 

“Teves downplayed objections that making 
tax records public would expose the rich to 
idnapping and harassment, saying their 
lifestyles already betray their affluence. 

"Their wealth is very evident just by look 
ing at their multimillion-peso houses, expen- 
sive cars, the education oftheir children in ex- 
clusive schools and their membership in ex- 
clusive clubs, he said 

"Im short, merely publishing tax payments 
does not make a wealthy person susceptible 
to kidnapping or robbery" 

“Itis fanny that public officials are mandat. 
ed to submit their wealth or net assets for pub- 
lic scrutiny, but are not asked to make public 
their tax payments.

PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—TO 
make both ends meet, local 
broadcaster Fernando "Dong" 
Batul sold printed Tshirts and 
calendars. Не had also just start- 
ed selling cell phone loads. 

He knew that the media profes- 
sion brought no big financial re- 
wards and that to be credible, he 
had to make no compromises. For 
him, there was no better calling 
than journalism, but his populari- 
ty brought him more danger. 

On Monday, at around 6:35 
a.m., Batul was felled by 12 bul- 
lets that hit him in the face, chest, 
back and side. The assailants, 
wielding .45-cal. and 9-mm pis- 
tols and riding on a motorcycle, 
had only one clear instruc 
tion—get him dead—while he 
was on his way to work at the 
dyPR radio station on Valencia 
Street here. 

The broadcaster had always 
told his mother Condrada and 
other siblings that he wouldnt 
get married because he didnt 
want to leave them. When his fa- 
ther died two years ago, Batul as- 
sumed the role of family head al- 
though he was the youngest in 
the brood. His parents had sold

groceries, plastic bags and other 
products in the public market. 


37th birthday 

“We should have asked bim not 
to go to work that day" his sister 
Letty said. She said her brother 
had planned to goto Baguio City 
for а vacation with ther mother 
on May 24, his 37th birthday. 

"He told me we were going to 
Baguio after the wedding of my 
granddaughter on May 27 in Mani- 
la. He told me he would buy our

Batul's eldest brother Wilfre- 
do, а seafarer, had sent him an 
engaging e-mail and told him he 
‘would just give him seed money 
to start a small business. 

“Wake up, brother. Share with 
re this saying that Td rather bea 
living coward rather than a dead 
hero" There are а lot of ways to 
prove that we are not really cow- 
ards,” the message read. 

Wilfredo said the cause his 
brother was fighting for was a 
dead one. “After all, a one soldier 
can never defeat an army and the 
war you are fighting for is the 
cancer of the society which is in- 


curable,” he said, adding: 

“Ifyou go on with this crusade 
and enemies succeeded in elimi- 
nating you from this world, you 
might be famous today but soon 
they will forget you.” 

‘That e-mail was supposed to be.

program before his vacation and 
some “soul-searching.”

POI Aaron Golifardo, 38, of 
the Palawan Provincial Police Of- 
fice was arrested on Wednesday 
afternoon at the Philippine Na- 
tional Police headquarters in 
Camp Crame, Quezon City. The 
arrest was made by Chief Supt. 
Delfin Genio, police chief of 
aropa (Mindoro, Marinduque, 
Romblon and Palawan.) 

Golifardo was flown back in 
handcuffs to Puerto Princesa City 
on Thursday and charged with 
murder in the Regional Trial 
Court, according to City Prosecu- 
tor Carlos Santos. 

Santos said four eyewitness- 
ез had identified Golifardo as 
‘one of the men who fired at Bat- 
ul, adding that the accused po- 
liceman was driving the motor- 
cycle and that the second still 
unidentified gunman was rid- 
ing in the back. A third person 
served as a lookout, according 
to witnesses. 

“They (witnesses) were posi 
tive that it was him (Golifardo),” 
Santos said. “The motive has not 


been established, but if there is 
positive identification, the motive 
is not necessary"

The prosecutor said Golifardo 


had refused to admit or deny any Wj 


role in Batul's killing, adding that 
the policeman kept quiet at his in- 
quest. He said he had recom- 
mended no bail for the suspect. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo 
praised the police. A Malacafiang 
statement said Task Force Dong 
Batul’s quick action “shows that 
there are no sacred cows in the

Batul, who had escaped a 
grenade attack at his home in 
April, was the 42nd journalist 
murdered since President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo came to power in 
2001 and the 79th since the over- 
throw of former dictator Ferdi- 
nand Marcos in 1986.

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Liar, liar 


URING THE DICTATORSHIP OF FRANCISCO 
Franco, visitors wondered why Spaniards seemed 
free to vent even the most violent expressions of 
resentment against the “Generalissimo.” With typical wry 
Spanish humor; the’answer was: if every Spaniard bad- 
mouthing Franco were arrested, Spain would be depopu- 
lated. The real reason may have been that his secret po- 
lice were efficient enough to arrest all 

real threats. 

‘According to the government, five 
supporters of former President Estrada were arrested be- 
cause they were planning the assassination of the Presi- 
dent, her presidential chief of staff, justice and public 
works secretaries and national security adviser. Suppos- 
edly, firearms and ammunition were in the possession of 
the five. The circumstances surrounding the arrest of 
Estrada's supporters were murky, at best. 

It didn't help that Executive Secretary Eduardo Ermita 
told the public that there wasn't any arrest. The govern- 
ment, he said, had absolutely nothing to do with (what at 
that point was) the disappearance—under mysterious 
circumstances—of the five. “They will always point the 
blame (sic) against the administration but rest assured 
that we are not doing it because it would only cause 
destabilization. Why would we choose those belonging to 
the opposition, we don't want to do that. The government 
is always the natural suspect when these things happen,” 
he said. 

But two hours after Ermita made his assurances, the 
military announced that actually, it was its members who 
had arrested the five. The plainclothesmen that had 
swooped in and shoved the five into vans were from the 
Intelligence Service of the Armed Forces of the Philip- 
pines (Isafp). The five Erap men were subsequently 
charged with rebellion, for conspiring to assassinate the 
President and members of her official family. 

Col. Tristan Kison, AFP public information chief, made 
the announcement. Kison himself had earlier denied that 
the five men were being held by the military. When their 
families went looking for them at the Isafp compound in 
Camp Aguinaldo, the military's general headquarters, the 
Isafp guards told the relatives the “missing” were not in- 
side. Ermita, informed that Kison was going to make a 
statement, backpedaled and said, “These are operational 
matters that you don't expect the Palace to have knowl- 
edge of.” Perhaps, but then what's Kison!s excuse? 

Kison suggested that the Isafp chief, Commodore 
Leonardo Calderon, did not get the report about the ar- 
rest made by the MIG (Military Intelligence Group) 15 
and the Philippine National Police's Criminal Investiga- 
tion and Detection Group (CIDG) until Tuesday night. 
Which possibly excuses his and everyone else's igno- 
rance—but certainly confirms the skepticism of those 
who have been saying all along that the Isafp was re- 
sponsible for the arrests. 

When, finally, the abducted were presented to the me- 
dia, a state witness was trotted out, singing the by-now- 
familiar tune of a leftist-rightist conspiracy, and adding 
that the assassination list also included Secretaries Le- 
andro Mendoza and Angelo Reyes. Then the five who 
had been arrested—Virgilio Eustaquio, Ruben Dionisio, 
Jim Lucio Cabauatan, Dennis Ibuna and PO3 Jose Justo 
Gurameng, members of the Union of the Masses for 
Democracy and Justice (UMDJ)—were themselves pre- 
sented to media. Dionisio, according to the military, was 
the main target, for allegedly being a communist (and a 
self-confessed member of a hit squad). As for the 
rest—well, they were there; anyway, they were identi- 
fied as Estrada or FPJ supporters, so they were brought 
along for the ride. 

Dionisio, at the press conference, lifted his shirt to 
show bruises, and said he was tortured. The official re- 
sponse? State Prosecutor Emmanuel Velasco said allega- 
tions of torture committed by the military are routine. We 
do not know which is more outrageous: the lack of infor- 
mation shown by Ermita and Kison, or the jaded attitude 
toward possible human rights abuses displayed by Velas- 
eo. 

Having conducted warrantless arrests, then denying 
the arrests; and now, hounded by its official spokesper- 
son's lack of knowledge about the arrests and by allega- 
tions of torture, the government made its case, if one ex- 
ists, that much harder to prove.

FOR LACK OF CONVINCING ARGUMENTS TO. 
justify a housing project that would pollute the. 
Та Mesa Dam and, thus, the drinking water of 
the 12 million residents of Мето Manila, the. 
people pushing it have resorted to misrepresen- 
tations and half-truths. Rep. Edcel Lagman of 
Albay, the counsel of two labor unions (now dis- 

banded) of the Metropolitan Waterworks and 
Sewerage System, delivered a privilege speech 
at the House of Representatives, defending the 
project. There, he repeated the arguments he 
put forward last May 22 during the Kapihan sa 
Manila. Some of those arguments have already 
been refuted in my May 24 column. 

‘Among the most glaring misrepresentations 
is his claim that La Mesa is “neither a water 
‘shed nora protected area." He said "there is no 
declaration that itis a protected area because it 
is not a watershed.” Yet Lagman’s own map of 
the area labels it as “La Mesa Watershe: 

As for La Mesa being a protected area, no 
formal proclamation is necessary to make it 
опе, The National Integrated Protected Areas 
System (Nipas) Act declares all watersheds, 
like La Mesa, protected areas. The absence of a 
formal proclamation is obviously being used as. 
an argument to take it out of the protection of 
Nipas, which prohibits any portion of protect. 
ed areas from being segregated and sold or ti- 
Пей to private individuals 

As for the argument that La Mesa is "not .. а 
watershed," it brings to mind the saying that “if 
jt quacks like a duck and waddles fike a duck, 
then it must be a duck" La Mesa is the catch- 
ment basin of all its surrounding areas. АЙ the 
rainwater that falls on the slopes of the sur- 
rounding hillsides flows down to La Mesa lake, 
the lowest part of the area. By whatever name 
You call it, La Mesa is a watershed, with or with- 
out a formal proclamation. Common sense. 

Lagman also said that “mitigating mea- 
sures" would be put in place to prevent pollu 
tion of the reservoir. But a team of hydraulic 
experts from the University of the Philippines, 
has reported that no “amount of mitigating 
‘measures can prevent the contamination ofthe 


BOTH AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL AND 
Human Rights Commission Chair Purificacion 
Quisumbing are correct. It is not enough for 
the Philippine government to just say: No, our 
guys didn't kill all those communists, journal- 
ists and oppositionists. It is not enough for 
them to say: Go ahead, punk, prove it in court 
How can the victims families run after the sus- 
peces, unless the police find and arrest them 
first 

Malacafiang's arguments actually resemble 
the typical defense resorted to by dictatorships 
of two decades ago against "enforced disap- 
pearances'—what Latin Americans called the 
desaparecidos. Anti-government activists 
‘would be abducted and tortured, and the evi- 
‘dence forever erased by the simple cruel expe- 
dient of executing the prisoner and hiding the. 
corpse (hence, the Pinoy term, “salvaging’—I 
suppose, referring to the macabre task of un- 
‘earthing the corpses). 

"The activists "were disappeared,” to use jar- 
gon, precisely so that the government—when 
the accusing finger points its way—can simply 
shrug its shoulders. Indeed, Secretary Raul 
Gonzalez's quip—"You have to be sure what is 
the reason {for the killing. Maybe it was due 
to] a drinking spree or because of a woman 

"was already a stock response by many 
governments even then. 

Yet, in 1989, the Inter-American Court of 
Human Rights actually held Honduras respon- 
sible for the disappearance of a student ac- 
tivist, Manfredo Velasquez Rodriguez, at the 
National Autonomous University of Honduras. 
"The court relied on exactly the same logic used 
bby Amnesty and Quisumbing: that the abduc- 
tion (in Honduras)—and the killings (in the 
Philippines)—fita historical patter, 

"The Courrs language was uncanny. “Those 
disappearances followed a similar pattern, be- 
ginning with the kidnapping of the victims by 
force, often in broad daylight and in public 
places, by armed men in civilian clothes and 
disguises, who acted with apparent impunity 
vv It was public and notorious knowledge 
that che kidnappings were carried out by mili- 
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ready dead—can still have their housing pro- 
ject in a safe site where it will not endanger the 
source of Metro Manila's drinking water? 

'Lagman said the "mitigating measures" with 
the "most modem technology” would be in 
stalled in the project, and he boasted these 
‘would cost at least P100 milion. Unfortunately, 
aside from raising the project cost (which will be 
charged to the beneficiaries), even the most 
‘modern technology is no match for the forces of 
nature, Modem technology is applied in the con- 
struction of dams, bridges and earthquake-proof 
buildings. Yet dams, bridges and buildings sil 
collapse, resulting in the loss of many lives. 

Water pollution is a very insidious process. 
Few people ever notice that the water is al 
ready polluted until it is too late. Also, people. 
think that pollution comes only from sewage 
and they therefore think that if the housing 
project has a good sewage system, the danger. 
of pollution is addressed. 

"Wrong. Rain can wash down pollutants 
from any place upstream, including homes. 
Lead from batteries thrown in garbage cans ог 
pits and insecticides against termites, cock- 
roaches and other insects can be dissolved in 
water and washed down into the reservoir, 

"Heavy metals dissolved in water cannot be. 


Numb and numb- 
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tary personnel or the police, or persons acting 
under their orders... The disappearances were. 
carried out їп a systematic manner [especially 
considering that the] victims were usually per- 
sons whom Honduran officials considered 
dangerous to State security" 

"The court said that ће states obligation un- 
der the human rights covenants is not just “to 
respect” human rights but "to ensure (these 
rights) to all individuals within its territory... 
‘That creates the duty "to organize the govern- 
mental apparatus ... зо that they are capable of 
juridically ensuring the free and full enjoy- 
ment of human rights.” 

Significantly, the court contrasted the evi- 
dentiary threshold in state responsibility ver- 
sus that in individual liability. "(T]he violation 
‘can be established even ifthe identity of the in- 
dividual perpetrator is unknown. What is deci- 
sive is whether a [human rights] violation 
has occurred with the support or the acquies- 
сепсе of the government, or whether the State 
has allowed the act to take place without tak- 
ing measures to prevent it or to punish 
those responsible.” 

‘Stated plainly, the charge was not that the. 
government killed Manfredo but that it failed 
to give him justice. The blame thus cast, the 
“Who, me?" defense suddenly collapses. 

‘What bothers me about the cold-blooded 
murder of Fernando “Dong” Ва, fierce critic 
of local politicos, radio broadcaster and former 
Puerto Princesa vice mayor, isthe privatization 
ofterror and the localization of fear,

they should hang photographs of the victims of 
the Minimata Disease on their walls lest they 
forget that the same thing can happen to them, 
their families and millions of fellow Filipinos 
should they allow greed to get the better of their 
‘common sense. 

Lagman also claims falsely that "once a 
judgment becomes final and executory itis im- 
mutable.” Yet he admits that in "limited cir- 
cumstances, the court has the disretin to sus- 
pend its execution if subsequent circumstances 
would warrant."

individual critics, politically significant to at- 
tract media attention and project fear, but nor. 
too high up like Ninoy lest it spark the next 
conflagration, t's "kill one, scare 1,000." 

Бо it has worked, the strategy of detaching, 
politics from life. They who are in power tell us, 
to avoid all talk about power: Leave it to us, 
апа just stick to workaday concerns, This trig- 
gers off a cycle: politics is drained of substance 
And is taken over by trapos. In their hands, 
communal politics is then robbed of its soul, 
we all shun it even more, and the trapos have 
the field all to themselves. 

Clever. Far too clever. Heartless schemers, 
their sharp minds bereft of conscience. To de 
feat them, we must be shrewd before we сап 
bbe compassionate, That is our curse: that tp 
win, we risk becoming like the enemy.

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The President's revenge? 


AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL AND THE PHILIP- 
pine Commission on Human Rights have in re- 
tent days combined their collective weight to de- 
ounce the wave of killings in the Philippines that 
Баз been rising to unprecedented heights in the 
past five years. 

Breaking its long silence on the killings, the 
CHR "strongly" condemned “the spate of killings 
that (has) yet to be resolved and we have noted 
that there is а perceived pattern of the violation 
of the human right to life.” The CHR emphasized 
that “if several deaths happened in just а week, 
these constitute a pattern of impunity.” 

‘CHR Chair Purification Quisumbing laid the 
responsibility for these unabated killings, the 
main victims of which were leftist activists and 
journalists, at the doorsteps of the administra- 
tion. Without mincing words, she said that “In 
human rights terms, the government is still re- 
sponsible even if persons in authority are not 
those behind the killings. The government is still 
responsible in protecting the right of life and the 
security of homes and public order and property" 

"The CHR could not have put it more correctly 
when it said that the obligation of the government 
is not only to stop the killings but also “to bring the 
killers to justice.” Quisumbing said that "circum- 
stantial evidence is strong enough to warrant scru- 
tinizing law enforcement officials" and called оп 
the military to “take the lead in looking into a stu 
ation thats both scandalous and alarming." 

At almost the same time, Amnesty Internation: 
al released its 2006 report, noting the sharp rise" 
in the killing of militant activists, and "the climate 
ol impunity” that was shielding the perpetrators. 
‘Amnesty did not pull punches when it said that 
“most of the attacks were carried out by unidenti 
fied assailants on motorcycles, at times wearing 
face masks, who were often described as vigi- 
lantes or hired killers allegedly linked to the 
‘Armed Forces of the Philippines." 

"The "pattern of impunity” noted by both the 
CHR and Amnesty draws a picture of selective 
Killings concentrated on two politically active 
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sectors in the Pilippines—the legal Left and the 
press--and the assassinations have been taking 
place and rising amid a political crisis rocking the 
government of President Macapagal-Arroyo, 

itis not a cyclical wave of violent crimes ridi 
lously dismissed by the Philippine National Police 
thus: "You know, there is a trend in crime. Some- 
times it falls, sometimes it goes up ... a fluctuat: 
ing thing that follows the sine curve” This is the 
iind of explanation that provokes citizens to 
want to rush tothe streets to demand the aboli 
Чоп of the PNP and the resignation of the Arroyo 
administration. It cynically ignores the political 
pattern of the assassination waves, and tries to 
Exculpate the administration, the military and 
the police for failing in their responsibility to pro- 
tect the lives of citizens regardless of what colors 
the killers are" whether or not they are govern- 
mentsponsored or tolerated death squads. 

“The Philippines took star billing in the Amnesty 
report on the state of human rights in 150 coun- 
tres "The number of attacks on leftist activists and 
community workers rose sharply, with at least 66 
fatal shootings reported in 2005," said the report. 
“Those most at risk included members of legal, 
leftist political parties, including Bayan Muna and 
Anakpawis, and other human rights and commu- 
nity activists, priests, church workers and lawyers 
regarded by the authorities as sympathetic to the 
broader communist movement.” The report said 
the militarys labeling of activists in legal organiza- 
tions аз communists was some of the factors in the 
tise of the number of assassinations, saying that 
"increased kilings in particular provinces were re- 
portedly linked to the public labeling of leftist 


groups as NPA front organizations by local AFP 
commanders.” 

"The reports of both the CHR and Amnesty In- 
ternational concerned killings of leftist militants 
and journalists, and were released in the wake of 
the assassination this week of Fernando Batul, a 
radio commentator in Puerto Princesa. Batul's 
murder brought to 79 the number of journalists 
killed in the Philippines since the restoration of 
democracy їп 1986. According to the National 
Union of Journalists of the Philippines, Batul was 
the 42nd journalist killed since 2000, a year be- 
fore President Arroyo took office, and the 10% 
this year 

"The Paris-based Reporters Sans Frontières has. 
identified the Philippines as the most dangerous 
country for journalists after Iraq, but this catego- 
rization understates the risks under which Fil- 
{pino journalists work. Most of the violent deaths 
involving journalists are war-related, part of the 
so-called "collateral damage” of a war. 

‘According to an independent tally by the In- 
quinis, 220 political activists have been killed 
Since Ms Arroyo took office їп 2001, mainly from. 
the ranks ofthe Lefts legal political groups. 

‘Both the CHR and Amnesty call attention to an 
important fact that in the Philippines current vio- 
Tent crime wave, most of its victims belong to two 
categories of social groups—journalists and left- 
ist militants who have been highly critical of the. 
‘Arroyo administration. 

Both the press and the militants have been 
linked by the administration to an alleged con- 
spiracy that led to a coup attempt last Feb. 24, 
which the government aborted. These sectors felt 
the brunt of the government crackdown when 
the President declared a state of national emer- 
gency on Feb. 24. 

"These circumstances have raised at least one 
important question: whether the indifference of 
the administration to the alarming wave of the 
apparently politically related violence is part of 
the Presidents vengeance on the press and the

Public education in Rizal’s and Aguinaldo’s time 


WHEN YOU HEAR CHRISTMAS CAROLS 
ring from the department store sound system, 
you kow we have reached the "ber" months and 
аг as сау as September shoppers are being 
conditioned to spend for Christmas. Recently 1 
noticed bags, notebooks and ballpens at en- 
trances to department stores, The sight reminded 
me that June and the opening of schol are upon 
A again. In dis day of PowerPoint and white- 
Boards, 1 do not have to bother with allergie reac- 
tion from chalk dust, and 1 wonder what class- 
rooms were like in the past, what kind of instruc- 
tion people received. Was it as bad as portrayed 
by Rizal in his novels? 

Browsing through the five-volume compilation 
of documents "The Philippine Insurrection Against 
the United States,” by ЈАМ, Taylor, in search of 
detailed material on the budget of the Aguinaldo 
government, 1 came across documents on the De- 
farmene of Publie Instruction issued in Malolos in 
Disober 1898 for the academic year November 
1696-April 1899. There was established a Burgos 
Institue thar offered entrance exam for secondary 
instruction, and the requirements were proven 
proficiency in the following areas 

"Антек, atio and proportions; elements of 
geomeny to à knowledge of volumes; Spanish 
Grammar and orthography, erymological analysis 
тазу, writing fom dation, elements of uni- 
versal geography, with cartographical knowledge." 

‘Once in the Burgos Institute, the following 
courses were given: Latin Grammar Universal 
Geography, especially that of the Philipines 
Universal History and expecially that of the 
Philippines; Spanish literature comprising 
thetore, poetry and classical authors; Arithmetic 
and Algebra; Geometry and Trigonometry 
French, English, Natural History made up of hy- 
giene, zoology, botany, mineralogy and geology; 
Жун, Chemistry, Phitosophy Natural Laws.” 

"he course work was very strong on Science 
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and Math—as we still do today—though aside 
from Spanish and English, the students also took 
French. Sometimes I wonder whether we should 
let our students learn another language aside 
from English. Ir is also to be noted that at a time 
when only men went to school, women were ad- 
mitted to the Burgos Institute subject to the en- 

trance exam and other requirements. 

"There was also а list of instructions that some- 
how sounded so familiar to us a century after For. 
example, due to insufficient or unhealthy school 
buildings, local government officials were asked 
to use church or parish houses as classrooms. It 

specifically stated that teachers should not 

м in the schoolhouses, Classes were from 8 to 
10:30 am, and from 2 to 5 p.m. every day, and 
teachers were required to be in 30 minutes before 
classes opened to prepare and watch the arrival 
ofthe pupils. 

Most interesting was Article 6: "School masters 
and mistresses who receive a salary from the 
State, province or town, cannot engage in any in- 
dustry, trade or occupation which may distract 
them from fulfilling the duties of their charge; a 
violation of this provision shall cause them to in- 
cur the penalty of suspension of salary for three to 
six months for the first offense and removal from. 
office for the second." 

When we talk of our teachers today being over- 
‘worked and underpaid and having to take on sec- 
‘ond or third jobs to make ends meet, we can only 
‘wonder whether the Aguinaldo government paid 


their teachers enough to demand the above. 

"Then there was the issue of local authorities 
asking teachers to do other chores. Then as now 
that was a problem; so in 1898, it was stated that 
teachers could not receive visits; neither could 
they be disturbed by any local authority during 
school hours, Local authorities were also told to 
make provision in their budgets for teachers, de- 
pending on the resources of the town. Then there. 
was Article 12 which provided that “the salaries 
of school masters and mistresses shall be punctu. 
ally paid by the local presidente the morning of 
the first day of the month, or if such day will fall 
on a holiday, the first working day thereafter." 

Reading through these stale laws gives one an 
idea of the importance that was placed on educa- 
tion or public Instruction. Depending on the obses- 
sive, compulsive behavior ofthe secretary ofthe De- 
partment of Fomento (whatever that was), who 
‘was Felipe Buencamino at that time, one sees ай the 
rules on dealing with his department, for example: 

“Article 10—Any person desiring to secure 
some service in the offices of the department . 
shall apply with politeness and decorum to the 
‘watchman whom he shall advise of his wishes. 
‘The watchman shall reply to the greeting of the 
person interested and shall conduct him or indi- 
eate to him the room of the official sought. The 
latter shall receive the person interested immedi- 
ately and shall dispatch the business if within his 
jurisdiction, and shall give the person interested 
all pertinent explanations. If he cannot receive 
him or dispatch the matter at once, he shall have. 
him wait in the public waiting room or request 
him to return on another day.” 

Conducting business with government must 
have been so complicated that such detailed in- 
structions were drawn up. One wonders if we 
have similar rubrics today,

A third exhibit is devoted to photographs of ойо? old 
buildings in the central business district, around what used 
to be called Calle Real (Royal Street, or translated by a 19th- 
century British writer as High Street) but since renamed J. 
Basa Street.

“The district, which includes Basa, Mapa, Guanco, 
Aldeguer, Guanco and Iznart streets, is home to many old 
buildings built from the 1920s to the 1950s, mostly in Art De 
co style. Many are still functional, the first lor used as 
Shops, and the upper floors as residences. The combinations 
are wonderfully eclectio—one of my favorites has a bakery 
оп the first floor while the second flor has residences with 
Wide windows through which you can peek in to catch 
exquisite woodwork. 
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Model 

ойо could be a model for other Philippine cities when it 
comes to the preservation of heritage sites, which they de- 
fine as any place more than 50 years old. The city govern- 
ment has passed а World Cultural Heritage Conservation Or- 
dinance, together with guidelines for conservation planning 
and development. 

"That same day I was in Iloilo, а local newspaper, The In 
former (with an Inquirer look-alike masthead), publicized a 
campaign to save Calle Real. That article led me to the web- 
Site of the Canadian Urban Institute (wwwphilippines.ca- 
murbicom), where 1 was able to download a hefty 10 
megabyte document describing the conservation ordinance 
and providing guidelines. 

"The document should be required reading for college stu- 
dents, in or out of Hoilo. The city government, in partnership 
‘with local architects and conservationists, has done its 
homework describing the historical context of the buildings, 
from lloilo's sleepy beginnings as the village of Arevalo in the 
16th century through its urban development in the 19th and 
20th centuries. There's a catalogue of heritage buildings, 
from religious houses to Lucky Auto Supply, with architec 
tural drawings and descriptions of the façades. › 

"The document gives a rather glum description of the cur- 
rent situation in the central business district. While many 
buildings are intact, many are deteriorating. Others have 
been “maligned” by ugly signs (one photograph showed a 
"Wanted GROs" sign posted on one of the old buildings). The 
guidelines are almost confessional, admitting that the city 
government's own skywalks (overhead pedestrian bridges) 
have “blighted! the historical landscape. 

Incentives 

"The conservation law offers some hope by forbidding the 
buildings’ alteration or demolition without permission from 
the city government. There's а list of prohibited uses for the 
‘buildings—new warehouses to funeral parlors, and "recre- 
ational activities, lewd shows, betting and gambling sta- 
tions, massage and saunas.” 

"The ordinance offers incentives by way of tax exemptions, 
for property owners who will spend for conservation. This is 
where the guidelines come in, with suggestions on every- 
thing down to garbage bins, The guidelines explain what can 
be done in the area of architecture—for example, the space 
between buildings, and the preservation of "arcaded side- 
walks" for pedestrians. Reading that section on the side- 
‘walks reminded me of how so many of these old buildings 
fare actually so much friendlier to people—the building own- 
ters sheltering passersby from the sun and the ain. Of course, 
their intentions were also to attract possible shoppers, who 
‘would pause and look at their display windows, but the ar- 
aded sidewalls were so much more humane, and aestheti- 
cally pleasing, than our malls today. 

Public, private 

Yes, I did realize the irony of a heritage exhibit in a mall 
like SM City, but maybe the exhibit did speak, too, of how 
heritage preservation need not clash with modernity, or with 
commercial interests, 

Easily, as the central district goes through a renaissance, 
the city gains as well. Property values are bound to soar and 
businesses prosper. This could mean the district becoming 
too upper class or too “touristy” and that, too, would be а 
shame. The city government might want to think of ways of 
keeping it friendly to all Пойо residents or tourists, rich or 
poor alike. There are plans for sidewalk cafés and a night 
market, properly integrated, of course, into the overall de- 
sign of the area. Providing fairly low rentals could make the 
‘market friendlier to all classes. 

Tloil's conservation guidelines keep going back to the 
point of making a heritage site more people-friendly, not nec- 
sarily just for shoppers and consumers, The guidelines em- 
phasize convenience for pedestrians as they walk through, 
ind the removal of any obstructions that might prevent them 
from appreciating the heritage sites 

Tn a way, that conservation ethic is reflected as well in the. 
“Handurawan” exhibit, which gets people to appreciate а 
whole range of our heritage, from the designs on the patad- 
ong to the fine architectural details of old buildings. 

Conservation is, of course, more than visual stimulation, 
‘The revival of Calle Real can be catalyzed, too, by breathing 
in culture, allowing it to become a venue for cultural 
events, llolo is, after all, home to so many great artists, 
from the Kabayao family of musical virtuosos, to painter 
Rock Drilon. 

‘With well-planned public activities and public education. 
(а good start is the way they've offered а raffle for МРЗ play- 
ers to people who send in comments on the conservation 
guidelines), llolos residents—young or old, rich ot 
Poor—will understand they're conserving пог just buildings 
End public space, but their identities as Tlonggos, as Fil 
ipinos. Eventually, they'll feel hey have stakes in keeping all 
of lloilo a city of Royal or High Streets.

Moody's uses new methodology, raises 
foreign currency ceiling of 70 countries

THE PHILIPPINES YESTERDAY BAGGED A 
‘one-notch foreign currency ceiling upgrade 
from US-based Moodys Investor Ser- 
vice—but only because the influential rating 
agency used a new methodology which re- 
sulted in an upgrade for 70 rated countries. 

Prompted more by a new and more flexible 
rating scheme rather than a favorable change in 
fundamental assessment, the country ceiling on. 
long-term foreign currency bonds for the Philip- 
pines was raised from B1 to Ba3—three notches 
below investment grade—while the negative 
‘outlook was maintained. 

Moody's assigns a ceiling for foreign cur- 
rency bonds and notes to every country indi- 
‘cating the highest rating that can be assigned 
toan issuer within the territory. In most cases, 
the ceiling is equivalent to the rating that is 
assigned to government bonds, but some is- 
suers with better ratings are allowed to ex- 
ceed the country ceiling-

THE GOOD NEWS IS THAT, WHEN I TALKED 
to four senators at the Senate this week, they 
were all committed in passing the bill on bio- 
fuels before Congress breaks for recess. 

For this commitment to bear fruit, a win- 
win solution formulated in the spirit of pro- 
ductive consensus must overcome the narrow 
interests of some parties presently hindering 
the bills passage. Considering the global pic- 
ture, we hope that a solution will be found. 


Global perspective

Bulk of the country’s imports are electron- 
ics components used as raw materials for fin- 
ished electronics goods, the country’s main 
exports, 

Arroyo attributed the growth in electronics 
imports to expectations by Philippine ex- 
porters of an increase in global demand for 
electronic goods like cellular phones and per- 
sonal computers. 

"The growth in imports was partly due to 
the global cycle of electronics. Last year was 
bad, and now demand is on an upturn,” Ar- 
royo said. 

The NSO also reported that the country’s 
trade deficit in March dropped to only $12 
million, 98 percent lower than the $564 mil- 
lion recorded during the same month last 
year. 

On a cumulative basis, the trade deficit 
stood at $276 million in the first quarter, 72. 
percent down from that of the same period in. 
2005. 

, The balance of trade—either a deficit or a 
durplus—is the difference between exports 
and imports. 

The trade deficit shrank as exports grew at 
а faster pace than the expansion in imports. 
The country’s exports grew by 26 percent to 
$4.13 billion in March, and by 14 percent to 
$10.9billion in ће first quarter. 

Renato Reside, economics professor from 
the University of the Philippines, said the de- 
cline in the trade deficit was a sign the econo- 
my would be headed for a pick-up. He noted 


that economic output, as measured by the 
‘gross domestic product, is determined by the 
amount of consumption, investments, gov- 
ernment spending and balance of trade. A 
lower trade deficit therefore would help keep 
the country post a higher GDP growth. 

‘The government has set a GDP growth tar- 
get of between 5.5 and 6.2 percent for the 
year compared with last year’s 5.1 percent. 

‘The economist, however, said challenges 
confronting the country’s growth potentials 
remained. He stressed the need to reduce the. 
governments budget deficit, such as through 
lifting unnecessary fiscal incentives, to help 
lower interest rates and therefore encourage 
more investments from export-oriented 
firms. 

TheNSO said imports in March were led by 
electronics, which grew 3.6 percent year-on- 
year to $1.88 billion. Mineral fuels, lubricants

HILE IT USUALLY TAKES 
a fashion designer like 
Frederick Peralta six to 


eight months to create an ideal 
wedding gown, it takes him only 
two to three months to make a for- 
mal suit or barong. If worse comes 
to worst, he can piece together a 
decent suit within three to four 
days. 

Despite the hefty surcharge he bills clients 
for rush orders, however, Peralta discourages 
would-be grooms to visit him at che eleventh 
hous. Men, he says, should never take them- 
selves for granted. Afer all, its their big day, 
too (see boxed item for tips). 

"Since most guys are busy preparing for 
‘heir weddings,” he says, "they tend to forget 
themselves, They shouldn't. They should psy- 
che themselves up and synchronize their 
wedding preparations with the ride." 

Why the ample lead time? Peralta needs it 
to order materials, schedule them for produc- 
tion and pick a specific day for fitting. The fi 
nal price tag wili depend on such factors as 
design, type of materials and the groom's 
size. 

His suits and barongs start at P15,000, 
while a pair of pants costs anywhere from 
4,000-P5,000. You can probably save a con 
siderable amount of money by buying a suit 
or barong off the rack, but don't be surprised 
if you bump into a guest (or worse the head 
waiter) wearing the same stuff.
